|Underground, Links Communities

The tunnel they are digging
is approximately six feet high
and four feet wide, but by the
time it is walled up with heavy
timbers to protect the men
against possible cave-ns the in.
side dimensions are four feet by
four feet,

Inside the tunnel the air
is muggy with the warm air
released from the air-powered
spades which have the br.rr.
sound of an air hammer. The
only light is from miner'’s
lamps on the men's caps as
they work each way from the
entrance shaft — one crew
working east and the other
west—two to a crew.
The earth they loosen s
hauled out by little carts and
placed in barrelsize buckets at
the bottom of the shaft to be
hoisted to the surface by work:
men above ground who await
the signal to "hoist 'er away.”

When the tunnel is com-
pleted, other workmen will lay
a 2Linchdiameter vitrified
clay pipeline inside it for the
westerly extension of the Lo-
mita trunk sewer, which will
eventually serve Walteria, Sea.
